FEARS (?) COFRT ACTION 

Voicing fears from which editors of 
the secular press have refrained. “The 
Christian Century," undenominational 
religious journal, asserts editorially in 
a recent issue that the nation must 
face a national crisis when the Roose¬ 
velt program that Congress enacted 

-_Ulto law is passed upon by tlie U. S. 

Supreme Court. 

“Mr. Roosevelt's policy, having pass¬ 
ed Congress, must now be subjected fo 
review of the D. S. Supreme Court, 
where there Is reason to fear that 
much of it may be declared unconstitu¬ 
tional. “Should tills occur,” warns The 
Chrlstaln Century, “should tlie court 
veto the program which tlie executive 
and legislative branches of the govern¬ 
ment have agreed Is necessary for na¬ 
tional recovery, there will follow a 
crisis in the national government 
which may easily exceed in intensity 
and far-renching effect of that which 
followed the rendering of the Dred 
Scott decision. 

“Some mill may refuse to accept 40 j 
hours as the maximum weekly working 
week for its employees, or 823 as tlie 
minimum weekly wage, or whatever 
the standard of the trade association 
establishes with government approval. 
The government will then step in and 
either debar tlie goods produced In 
that mill from interstate commerce, or 
refuse an operating license to the mill, 
or both. The mill will defy the gov¬ 
ernment. It will secure an injunction 
suspending the operation of the law. 
And in some such fashion the issue 
will lie' put up to the Supreme Court. 

"What will happen then? No one 
cun say with certainty, of course, but 
it is just as well to face the fact that, 
in the light of precedent, there is 
reason to fear that the Supreme Court 
will knock out the law.” Pointing out 
that tin' Constitution is a product of 
a political situation in which its 
authors were Intent upon maintaining 
unimpaired state control over industry 
and that the Constitution embodies 
the inviolate rights of private property 
The Christian Century sees tlie only 
hope for saving the Roosevelt program 
in tile court’s recognition of a national 
emergency. 


KENTUCKY'S FLOATING DEBT 

The outstanding interest-ben ring 
warrants of the State of Kentucky In¬ 
creased $.'1,11)4,nOU.IIO during the last 
fiscal year, ending June .'to. Warrants 
1 sin d against the general ex| • mlltiir 
fund now total $lfi,107,00fi.42. There 
are $1.Nits,fi72.lt against the state road 
fund ami gfi.1M.fin against the common 
school fund. 

Warrants against the last two fund- 
sell at liar, because they are quickly 
redeemed. In fact, the statement shows 
S224,824.57 in the common school fund 
and $t,000,fisn.n.1 in the road fund. The 
warrants on these two funds are gen¬ 
erally accepted at par value. 

In the general expenditure found 
however, there Is only SM8.fi,287,7k leav¬ 
ing nearly fifteen million In nntstnnd 
lug warrants drawing fi per cent Inter 
c*l. These warnnts are now sold at a 
discount of 5 to 20 per cent. 

It Is case to see what a burden 
around the neck of Kentucky these 
latter form. Aside from tlie nearlv 
87.30,000 In nnnual Interest required 
to carry them, there Is the fact that 
those who sell to the state must allow 
for the discount they must make li 
the price they ask for material oi 
services. 

In view of this condition the anxiety 
of the administration to secure the 
revenue obtainable from the sale of 
beer is easily understood. A special 
session to levy n state tax on the bev¬ 
erage will very probably be called 
Most legislators have agreed to conic 
to Frankfort for actual expenses. It i> 
not yet decided whether or not this 
special session will be asked to deter 
mine the question of giving the voters 
a chance to net upon the eighteenth 
amendment repeal proposition. 

The next regular General Assembly 
will have before it the difficult task 
of reducing state expenses so ns t< 
begin systematic amortization of tin 
general expenditure fund warrants. It 
is obvious to any citizen that thii- 
costl.v floating debt should not be al 
lowed to continue Its growth. It is 
nart.lv an inheritance from former 
administrations. Previous legislator- 
have nvoided the issue with astonish 
mg lack of foresight. 

Those who expect to go to Frank 
tort next January should make u 
tliclr minds that tlie state's flontln 
debt is one of the most important 
problems it will be called upon t 
solve. Good business management cm 
solve it and provide for 11". gradual re 
duel Ion.—Ashland Independent.
